Police 
Swoop 
Down 
on 
Gamblers 
Before Action of th* Court Was 


Known. 


Hsvre de Grace, Md., Sept. 25. — 
The climax was reached In the Havre 
de Grace racing muddle, and so tar 
the racing contingent 
won 
against 
Governor Goldsborough aud Attorney 
General Poe. 
After several hours had been con­ 
sumed In the Harford county circuit 
court at Belair by attorneys in arguing 
on the petition for an injunction to re­ 
strain the governor aud other state 
and county officials from interfering 
with the race meet, Judge William Ii. 
Harlan granted the injunction. 
The 
word 
was soon received at 
Havre de Grace, where the racing and 
betting had been going on, and there 
was joy among the bookies and the 
managers. 
Deputy Marshil Manning, of the Bal­ 
timore city police, already had arrest­ 
ed fifteen bookmakers. Eater a bear­ 
ing 
was given them before Justice 
Hippie and ail were released. 
The 
deputy marshal and his men swooped 
down on the bookmakers immediately 
after the last race and before Judge 
Harlan's decision was known. 
The 
pub e were armed with twenty-two 
warrants and intended to serve them 
all. but seven of the wanted men could 
not be found. 
Among the men placed under arrest 
weie the following: 
Thomas Lake, 
Peter Carroll, Eddie Ryan, C. Haves, 
ll Gardner, C. B. Walters, M. Moss, 
M. Hayes, W. D. Huston and M. Bren­ 
nan. 
The action was taken in the ab­ 
sence of Sheriff VV. L. Clark, of Har­ 
ford county, who refused to come to 
Havre de Grace pending the deter­ 
mination of the injunction proceed­ 
ings. 
The arrests came with great sur­ 
prise to the “bookies,” who had ex­ 
pected no arrests 
The bookmakers had Jeered and rid­ 
iculed the officers for their impotency. 
All the bookmakers were confident 
that the police would take no aition. 
Tills confidence was strengthened by 
the fact that Sheriff Clark, who pre 
vented the making of arrests Monday, 
was not on the se ene again This, ac ­ 
cording to the bookmakers, left no one 
at the track vested with authority to 
serve the warrants. 
It 
was reported that one of the 
warrants was for Eddie Burke, man­ 
ager of the track. 
Up to the minute 
when the betting ring is usually open 
for the first race it was the general 
opinion around the track that there 
would be no oj>en bookmaking. 
At ”.30 o’clock, however, one of the 
bookmakers mounted his block, which 
stuck out above a sea of water, and 
in a minute half a dozen of the money 
takers weer on the Job. and others 
soon followed 
Governor Goldsborough put the rac­ 
ing scandal to the circuit court for 
Harford county and to the local offi­ 
cers of the law, and to them alone. 
To suggestions to use the militia from 
many quarters the governor turned a 
deaf ear 
He refused positively to 
comment upon the suggestions. 


POW-WOWING DIDNT CURE

“Witch Doctor's” Care.

Moore is investigating reports made 
to him that a child of Mr. mud Mrs. 
Monroe Bander, of Lincoln, near Tre­ 
mont, died while limier the care of a 
“witch” doctor, who tried "pow wow­ 
ing” on the little patient to cure an 
attack of dysentery. 
No other physician was employed, 
It Is alleged, although the authorities

medical attention. 
Coroner Moore has Axed Thursday 
for an inquest, and declares that if 
any of the numerous “pow wow” doc­ 
tors who are said to be plying their 
business secretly In the neighborhood, 
>re responsible for the death they will 
lie held to answer to the law.

Station by Telephona 


THE WIRES WERE GROSSED 


MEDICAL ADVERTISING 


Wind Causes High Voltage Cable to 


Cross One Used by Victims In Phila­ 


delphia. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 25.—One police 
man was killed by electricity and five 
others were seriously shocked lu tin 
most remarkable accident recorded In 
the history of the local police depart­ 
ment. 
The policemen on duty throughout 
the 
Twenty-ninth 
district in West 
Philadelphia went to the police tele­ 
phone boxes on their beats to report 
to the station house 
As six of them, acierated from each 
other by at least four blocks, lifted 
the receivers the wind caused a high 
voltage electric light wire on the cir­ 
cuit to cross the police telephone wire. 
The contact of the two wires caused 
7OOO volts of current to course through 
the six bluecoats, killing one and hurl­ 
ing the other ave to the ground un-j 
conscious. 
The shock was felt in the station at 
Sixty first and Thompson streets by 
the house sergeant. Ile dispatched po­ 
licemen through the district to give 
the alarm before most of the men had 
started to report. 
George W. Freeman was shocked 
and instantly killed at the box at 
Fifty-second street and Haverford ave­ 
nue. 
The injured policemen are: Joseph 
McCurry, shocked at Fifty sixth and 
Vine streets, severely burned, serious 
condition; Neil Maguire, shocked at 
Fifty-fourth street and Wyalusing ave 
uue, serious condition; William Sea!, 
shocked at S lit) second 
aud 
Vin** 
streets, allowed to report again toi 
duty; John Cox, shocked at Sixty sec­ 
ond and Vine strets, allowed to report 
for duty; Walter Bates, shocked at 
Fifty-seventh street and Girard ave­ 
nue, allowed to rejRjrt for duty. 
Chief Pike, of the electrical bureau, 
and Director Porter declare the tra 
gedy should be taken as a lesson by 
councils and hasten the apprupria 
Hons for the pla< tug of all overhead 
wires underground, the only plausible 
theory oi the crossing of the wires be 
ing that the wires of tile Philadelphia 
Electric company, carrying a voltage 
of 7000, sagged on the police ’phone 
feed wires, which only contain LY* 
Three electrical linemen and a dis 
trict engineer and a force of repair 
men also visited the scene to invest! 
gate. 
According to witnesses, Policeman 
McCall, of the Twenty-ninth district 
applot bed the box aud Fifty second 
st ret 
and 
Haverford 
avenue 
about 
twaive minutes of three. Ile had on 
rubber boots and succeeded, after be 
iug slightly shocked, in registering hit* 
"pull." 
Two minutes later Policeman Free 
man slipped his key in the same box 
There was a splutter of sparks ani 
tin* policeman was hurled against ai 
iron pole alongside the ’phone box and 
then reeled, moaned and fell iu a beat 
to the pavement against the bulk win 
dow of a grocery store. 
Several of the clerks ran out anc 
carried the lifeless form of the im 
beeman inside. Some one ran actos 
the street and summoned Dr. A. F 
Targette. He ran over and for some 
time worked over the man. trying tc 
induce artificial respiration. 
Meanwhile another man telephoned 
So the’ p o l i t e station and the patro 
wilson arrived and took Freeman* 
body to the hospital. There death va* 
pronounced to have been instanta­ 
neous.
